Elba council told raw sewage being dumped in creek 


The Elba City Council was hit 
with an emotional complaint Mon- 
day night from a citizen concerning 
raw sewage Rous into the old 
Beaver Dam k bed, off Putnam 
Street. 

J, Doug Kendrick told the coun- 
cil he had already called state offi- 
cials and a Birmingham legal firm 
and vowed that if city officials 
didn't stop the continued violation 
of health regulations soon, he 
would take legal steps to see that it 
was either stopped or fines would 
make it awfully costly to continue 
the violations. 

Both Kendrick and Elba Mayor 
Bob English said the sewage was 
being dumped into the creek bed and 
draining directly into Pea River, A 
valve on the Beaver Dam Creek ca- 
nal has been opened and the creek 
diverted to wash the sewage through 
the levee and out of the old creek 
bed in the old creek bed area. 

This low area that was once the 
run of Beaver Dam Creek, was left 
as only a drain for part of the city 
in 1929 when the levee was built 
around Elba and the course of Bea- 
ver Dam Creek changed with the ca- 
nal that runs just outside the lev- 
ec. A valve was left in the old creek 
bed to allow the water to be turned 
inside the levee for flushing purpos- 


es 

Mayor Bob English explained 
that a sewer pump (known as pump 
#8) had failed last Wednesday mom- 
ing. He explained that this was a 


pump on the largest volume part of 
the system, serving all of down- 
town, including the schools, court- 
house, business section and area 
homes. 

English said there was a compa- 
ny in Georgia that repairs and re- 
places this type pump and they 
were on schedule to come and make 
major repairs at the time of the fail- 
ure. He noted they were asked to 
move up the schedule following the 
failure but didn't have a repair crew 
available. City employees finally 
did patchwork to gei the pump 
working on a temporary basis. 

Kendrick stated this was not a 
new problem. He told of trying to 
get fish to live in the stream and 
having them just turn over and die 
due to the pollution. He related sto- 
ries of the stream looking like the 
outlet from a washing machine of- 
ten and questioned if the city knew 
just how many homes were still 
SUR sewage into the old creck 


Council member Jack Prescott 
noted that Pump 8 had been a con- 
linuing problem for years. He 
voiced an opinion that it probably 
pumped as much sewage as all the 
other pumps in town combined. 

Kendrick promised to go straight 
to state officials the next time the 
sewage was dumped into the stream 
and only once more to them. He 
stated he was prepared to hire law- 
yers to settle the matter even 
though he would regret having to 


file a costly suit against his 
hometown. 

In other business the city opened 
bids on installing a 33-foot-wide 
pool at the flowing well on the 
courthouse lawn. Two firms, sub- 
mitted bids on thé project with 
Tropical Pools of Dothan submit- 
ting the apparent low bid at $6300. 
Donations are being accepted to 
fund the remodeling of the flowing 
well. Both city and county officials 
have pledged to pay the portion of 
the expenses not covered by the do- 
nations. Total cost of the repairs 
and purchase of a new fountain had 
risen to about $12,000 before this 
bid opening. This bid was higher 
than expected, thus the total cost 
will rise to a minimum of $15,000. 

County Commissioner Robert 
Stephens was on hand for this bid 
opening. He is representing county 
officials on the project and is work- 
ing closely with city officials to see 
it completed. Stephens commented 
following the meeting he was still 
in favor of the work, but was dis- 
turbed that the cost was continuing 
to rise. 

The council voted to solicit bids 
on a used front end loader . Council 
members were told by English and 
Street Superintendent N.L. Harvi- 
son that a larger loader was needed 
and the present one needed extensive

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County DA asks commission for $20,000 


to aid in construction of new offices 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 23 at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and heard District Attorney 
Joe! Folmar request that the com- 
mission pay $20,000 of a total of 


$60,000 needed to construct new of- 


fices for the DA adjacent to the 
Sheriff's Department in Enterprise. 

Folmar told the commissioners 
that his office in the Enterprise di- 
vision of Coffee County handled 
over 6,000 cases during the past 
year and that as the caseload contin- 
ues to grow the offices located two 
blocks from the courthouse would 
not meet the needs of the depart- 
ment, 

Folmar also stated that the loca- 
tion of the present offices was not 
convenient for any of the county de- 
partments doing business with the 

DA's office and suggested that the 
new offices be built adjacent to the 
Sheriff's Department at the rear of 
the Enterprise courthouse. 

Folmar reported the 3,000 square 
foot building could be built at a 
cost of approximately $60,000 us- 
ing the existing county workforce 
and inmate labor and then told the 
commission that of the $60,000 to- 
tal the county’s share would be only 
$20,000. 

The District Attorney explained 
that his office had a surplus of 
$40,000 in its "Bad Check" fund 
and the fund had been set aside for 
such use. 7 

The commission currently pays 

a rental fee of $350 per month for 
the building that houses the DA in 
Enterprise and Folmar stated that if 
the commission would go along 
with the plan and provide the 
$20,000 it would save over 
$22,000 in rent over the next ten 
years, 
The commissioners all seemed 
in agreement with the plan, but 
weren't as agreeable when it was 
suggested the county borrow the 
funds needed. After a discussion the 
commission agreed to study the 
proposal during the three weeks 
prior to the next commission meet- 
ing and give an answer to the DA at 
the first meeting in June. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
with Comm, Jimmy Brytan and 
Probate Judge Marion Brunson both 
absent due to illness. 

The first order of business was 
the routine practice of opening bids 
on various items; however, Monday 
the bid opening was anything but 
routine! 

Four distributors offered bids on 
unleaded fuel and diesel, with the 
apparent low bidder being Crew 
Distributing with a bid of $5,180. 
Heath Oil, of Enterprise, entered a

The Alabama De ent of Hu- 
man Resources (DHR) has an- 
nounced that it is working on an 
automation project that will allow 
its workers spend less time on pa- 
Pern and more time helping 

le. 

uring the next five months, 
DHR will install computers to au- 
tomate its offices in all 67 counties 
to multiply the productivity of its 
workers, The results should be im- 
proved service to clients and to the 
public at large. 

"Right now, our social workers 
spend more than 40 percent of their 
time on paperwork and administra- 
live chores - time that would be 
better spent in helping clients ob- 
Wain food Stumps, assistance pay- 
Toents child support or in working 


with a foster or adoptive family," 
stated Human Resources Commis- 
sioner Andy Hornsby, "By using 
more automation in our county of- 
fices, we hope to reduce this admin- 
istrative burden by up to 25 per- 
cent, helping our workers to work 
smarter and freeing up their time to 
do their real jobs, We expect that 
each worker will regain over 30 
hours of administrative time each 
month, representing three-fourths of 
a week's work," 

Although the department's $5.5 
million computer installation repre- 
sents one of the biggest computer 
purchases by a state agency to date, 
the net cost is only $3.3 million as 
a result of quantity discounts the 
State receives and 86 percent of the 


$3.3 million is funded by the feder- 
al government, 

Harry Hewitt, the department's 
director of Information Systems, re- 
ported that the department expects 
to reap benefits at a minimum cost 
by doing all the training in-house. 

"We'll train 3,500 of our 4,000 
employees on the new equipment 
between June and October," said 
Hewitt, “and by doing this it will 
save us upwards of $5.6 million." 

“Our office automation project, 
which is getting ourselves out of 
the 1960's and headed into the the 
1990's," added Hornsby, "is really 
the first step in welfare reform: 
making the welfare system in this 
State more responsive to the real 
needs of our clients and the public." 


Curs at graduation time as a result 
of students using alcohol," stated 
State Supt. of Education Wayne 
Teague.

Scale Insects In Spring 


Several kinds of scale insects on 
landscape shrubs begin a new gener- 
ation when plants begin to grow in 
the spring. These insects should be 
controlled before they get out of 


You can control newly hatched 
crawlers of tea and euonymous scale 
with two or three sprays of diem- 
thoate (Cygon, De-Fend, Rebelate) 
or acchpate (Orthene). However, 
don't use dimethoate on hollies, Re- 
peat treatments at three-week inter- 
vals, two of three times. 

Use insecticidal oil sprays con- 
trol low populations or to suppress 
heavy populations of scale. Be sure 
to read label directions and note 
temperature restrictions for oil 


sprays. 


Control Wasps And Yel- 
low Jackets 


Spring is here, and with warmer 
weather comes a buildup of wasps 
and yellow jackets. You should 
look for nests under eaves, in walls, 
attics and other places. Look for 
yellow jackets and bumblebees in 
underground nests such as aban- 
doned mammal nests or similar cav- 
ities. 

To control wasps, spay Diazin- 
on, Malathion, or Baygon directly 
on the nest. Use a large acresol de- 
signed for wasp control. For yellow 
jacket or bumblebee control, locate 
the underground nest and treat at 
dusk when insects are more likely 
to be in their nest. Shovel dirt over 
the hole immediately to keep the 
insects from flying out. 


Lice On Cattle 


Lice are a common problem on 
cattle at this time of year. One of 
the first signs of high lice popula- 
tions is when cattle rub and scratch- 
themselves against fences, trees or ' 
other objects. 

You should treat animals as 
soon as the lice becomes evident. 
Don't wait until large patches of 
missing hair show up on cattle and 
considerable damage from blood 
loss has occurred. 

Chemical application methods 
include dips, sprays, pour-ons, 
spot-ons, and injectables, Self- 
applicating devices such as dust 
bags and oilers may reduce lice pop- 
ulations, but seldom give adequate 
control for lice.

The New Testament contains many references to demons, oftert called 
"devils" in the King James Version, These demons possessed men, women, 
children, and even swine, causing physical as well as mental illnesses. 
These demons were cast out by Jesus, the apostles, and others. Demons 
might have been defined as “evil spiritual beings, superior to man, but infer- 
ior to God." While there is only one devil, there are many demons, The 
event in Mark 5 was the incident in which the "Legion" of demons had pos- 
sessed a man, causing him to run wild in the tombs. As Jesus approached 
the man, the demons begged Jesus to send them into the swine when He 
cast them out, When Jesus cast them out of the man, into the swine, 2,000 
swine ran over a cliff and drowned, From this incident, we learn that the de- 
mons could hear, answer, cry out, be tormented, have a will of their own, 
and recognize Jesus as the Son of God, James tells us that the demons be. 
lieve Riki tremble (2:19), These spiritual beings, under Satan's control, 
sought to hurt and destroy those they possessed. 

¢ Bible is not explicit in where the demons came from, but the two 
most common views are that they are either the spirits of wicked men, or 
that they are sinning angels. Solomon said that the dead have no more "a 
portion for ever in any thing that is done under the sun" (Eccl. 9:5-6), so the 
more likely explanation is that the demons are sinning angels. 2 Peter 2:4 
mentions "angels that sinned,” and Jesus spoke of "the devil and his angels" 
(Matt, 25:41), 
' Since the demons did so much to hurt people, we might ask why they 
existed. Two purposes accomplished were that men were convinced of Jesus' 
authority over the spirit realm, as He cast them out, and the word of the ear- 
ly disciples was confirmed by the casting out of demons (Mk, 16:20). 
Although many people today believe that demons still possess men, 
their power to possess men ended with the close of the miraculous age, near 
the end of the first century, The prophet Zechariah prophesied that demon 
possession would end at the same time that men ceased to speak under the 
direct influence of the Holy Spirit. "In that day...I will cause the prophets 
and the unclean spirit to pass out of the land" (Zech. 13:2). With the com- 
pletion of God's written word, what Paul called the "perfect" had come, and 
inspired prophecy ceased (1 Cor. 13:8-10), Also, if men were still possessed 
today, there would be great spiritual imbalance, in Satan's favor, because

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Being Prepared May Save Lives During Tornado 


Information included in this arti- 
cle could save your life at some 
point in the very near future. 

May is one of the peak months 
of tornado season, and killer storms 
could ravage Alabama any time 
now and ‘in coming months. The 
following information, provided by 
the Alabama Emergency Manage- 
ment Agéncy, will help save lives 
should a tomado strike this area. 


Although tornadoes can occur at’ 


any time in Alabama, they are most 
prevalent in March, April, and 
May. Spring storms are usually the 
most intense and the worst killers. 
Tornadoes seem to particularly 
thrive in the late afternoon of a hot, 
spring day, but they can form at 
any time during the day or night. 

Tornadoes form during severe 
thunderstorms. When hail accompa- 
nies these storms, there is strong 
likelihood that atmospheric condi- 
tions are right for causing torna- 
does. 


When the National Weather Ser- 
vice issues severe thunderstorm 
warnings or tornado watches, you 
should watch the skies and monitor 
local radio and television broadcasts 
to keep abreast of changing condi- 


tions. 

When a tornado warning is is- 
sued or if there are obvious tornado 
signals--large hail, a loud roar or a 
turbulent cloud--there are several ac- 
tions you should take immediately: 

*Seek shelter inside a sturdy 
building, preferably in a basement. 
In buildings without basements, 
go to the innermost closet, bath- 
room or hallway on the lowest 
floor. If possible, lie or crouch un- 
der a sturdy piece of furniture, cover 
up with a blanket and protect your 
head, Stay away from windows, 
doors and outside walls. Do not 
take time to open windows; it is a 
myth that this will prevent damage 
to the buildings. 

_ “Never stay in a mobile home 
during a tornado or any other severe 
wind storm. Evacuate to a sturdier 
shelter if there is time. If there is 
not, get out and away from the 
trailer and seek shelter in a ditch or 
depression. Tornadoes can toss a 
mobile home around like a toy. 

*Never try to outrun a tornado in 
a car. Tornadoes travel up to 70 
mph. Upon spotting a tornado 
while driving, you should get out

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Clearing house in county will enable local agencies to 
share information on aid to needy residents 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources released its 
monthly bulletin last week and in 
the report county director Ronald 
Smith stated that the county agency 
was continuing to operate efficient- 
ly ite being understaffed. 

"The work of the agency is con- 
tinuing in a smooth and efficient 


manner and the morale of the staff 
is high in spite of the fact that we 
are being asked to more work with 
less help," stated Smith. "Governor 
Hunt has approved the hiring of 58 
more service workers in child wel- 
fare and Coffee County has request- 
ed one of these positions. In addi- 
tion to this position, we also need a 


child support worker and a food 
Stamp certification worker." 

Smith also reported that the state 
had completed an audit of the coun- 
ty's child support collections and 
found them to be in excellent order. 

Community Resources di- 
rector Glenda Smith reported that 
April was a "busy month and a pro-

Supt. Crews reports 1987-88 school year was a 


success because of efforts of all personnel in system 


The Elba Board of Education met 
in special session on Thursday 
morning, May 26, and handled only 
routine matters involving the clos- 
ing of the school year. 

Supt. Billy Crews reported that 
three aides, one teacher and one bus 
driver were hired after the present 
school year began with the stipula- 
tion that the positions be discontin- 
ued at the end of the year. 

Crews explained that if the funds 
were available and the positions 
needed for the 1988-89 school year 
the employees would be given pri- 
ority in filling the positions. 

The wording of the official board 
policy was changed conceming a re- 
quirement that teachers without a 
Master's Degree attend postgraduate 
courses. 

The Southern Association on 
Accreditation standards state that a 
teacher without the degree must 
earn a minimum of six semester 
hours over a five year period in ad- 
ditional educational classes or the 
equivalent; while the local board 's 
policy stated that the teachers with- 
out a Master's Degree must receive 
30 hours of additional study. 

The superintendent told the board 
members that workshops and in- 
Service instruction counted in the 
accreditation requirements and re- 
ported that the system has no teach- 
ers who fail to meet the standards, 

The board approved the change 
in the local policy so that it will 
read as in the accreditation require- 
ments; 

Several of the board members 
Stated that they had received com- 
plaints about the prom being held 
outside the city. The members ech- 
oed the concerns of the parents in- 
volved and expressed hope that in 
future years the annual event could 
remain within the city. 

The next regular scheduled meet- 
ing of the Board of Education will 
be on June 9. 

Following the meeting, Supt. 
Billy Crews stated the 1987-88 
school year "was a good year be- 
cause of the hard work of all per- 
sonnel," 
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Crews pointed out improve- 
ments at all schools that took place 
during the year and said he antici- 
pated an even better year for the 
1988-89 term. 

The lack of a state approved Edu- 
cation Budget is a cause of concern, 
according to Supt. Crews, but he 
reported the outlook appears to be 
bright. 

"We are now making plans for 
the next school year and it is a little 
hard without a state budget to work 
with,” stated Crews, "bul we are 
looking at last year's budget and 
feel confident that a new budget 


will be approved that we can all 
live with. Both versions of a budget 
that were introduced in the last leg- 
islative session included increases 
in revenue in such areas as teacher 
salaries, replacement funds, mainte- 
nance and textbook replacement, 
and we are confident that whatever 
budget is finally passed additional 
revenue will be included." 

The superintendent also stated 
that there was a possibility addi- 
ional courses would be added to the 


curriculum for the coming year, 


with more information expected at a

"One on one contact was initiat- 
ed with families with children with 
behavior problems," said Smith, 
"and these have been productive and 
appear to be a useful tool in the fu- 
ture, The parenting skills class at 
DeRamus Head Start Center was 
completed last month and I fell it 
too was very successful. Two differ- 
ent sessions of parenting skills 
classes were also completed during 
the working day with groups which 
the Extension Service was also

Service Unit supervisor Ca- 
thie Hansen reported that during the 
month of April her department had 
investigated a total of 25 cases of

Open cases reported included 14 
adoptions, 45 foster care, 26 day car

May was declared as "Foster 
Care Month" in the state and during 
the month the county honored two 
special people. 

"Mrs. Sue Pryor and her hus- 
band, Rey. Waymon Pryor, have 
been foster parents for over 10 years 
and have provided excellent, loving 
care to many children," according to 
Mrs. Hansen, "They will go any- 
where and travel any distance to see 
that child's needs are met and foster 
parenting six children at any one 
time of all different ages with all 
different backgrounds and problems 
is no easy task!" 

"Mrs. Pryor is very active in 
foster parenting activities and is 
also a trainer for other parents," add- 
ed Hansen. 

"Natalie Kimble is Coffee Coun- 
ty's foster care worker of the year," 
stated Hansen, "Her dedication is far 
and above what is required by the 
agency and is a reflection of a dee 
personal commitment to help Cof- 
fee County's children, Those of us 
in the agency are fortunate to work 
with her." 

Food Stamp supervisor Deb- 
bie Jones reported that in April the 
agency issued to a total of 1,189 
households, with the total number 
in the households being 2,994. The 
total value of the stamps issued was 
$128,181. 

Jones also stated that during the 
month the workers continued to be 
very busy processing 323 monthly
